iNDREW  CARNEGIE,  the  donor  of  the  nidgnihcent  monument  which  has  been 
erected  and  is  this  day  unveiled  to  the  memor}-  of  Col.  James  Anderson,  needs 
no  introduction  to  the  readers  of  this  Souvenir.  His  gifts  of  public  libraries 
and  church  organs,  as  well  as  those  to  charity  and  his  many  other  philanthro- 
pic acts,  are  known  and  appreciated  from  Wick,  Scotland,  in  the  North,  to 
.Atlanta,  Georgia  in  the  South,  and  from  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  in  the  East, 
to  Fairtield^  Iowa,  in  the  West.  Eighty  millions  of  dollars  would  not  cover  the 
cost  of  his  gifts,  .and  ages  will  not  blot  out  the  inrluence  his  philanthrophy  has 
-f  set  in  motion.  In  his  own  words  he  is  “helping  those  who  help  themselves." 

[ and  he  has  found  no  better  means  of  doing  so  than  by  founding  public  libraries,  where  the 

rich  or  the  poorest  of  the  poor  may  gain  knowledge  witlKUit  iiKmey  and  wnhoui  price. 

He  began  life  poor  but  honest  and  ambitious,  and  the  world  knows-w.hat  he  has 
I attained.  He  loved  good  books  and  appreciated  their  value.  AnderM-’.n  .s.tartcd  InN 

it  * public  library  away  back  in  1 8 So,  when  ^\v.  Carnegie  was  a pooc  hiirdwn’'ki.  \eG^^}.  in 

^ Allegheny,  earning  the  paltry  sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  a week,  a.s.a  ‘.‘,bo^''bin-h'y’’ 

' in  a cotton  factorv.  Think  of  that!  Mr.  Carnegie  took  advantage. y-f  Col,  Akdersoii’s 
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generous  otTer,  and  how  well  he  appreciated  it  then  is  shown  to-day  after  more  than  half  a 
century  has  come  and  gone.  Col.  Anderson’s  act  in  founding  that  public  Library  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  many  libraries  that  have  been  erected  by  Mr.  Carnegie. 

Hundreds  of  old  resideius  of  Allegiieny  well  remember  Andiew  Carnegie  when  he 
lived  in  the  city.  Many  of  them  speak  of  him  as  a “quiet,  gemlemanly  fellow,  who  never 
had  much  to  say,  but  was  a hustler.”  Others  who  knev/  him  intimately  say  “he  was  a 
great  boy  for  home  and  books,  but  a mighty  good  fellow  at  that,  and  one  w'ho  could  turn  a 
dollar  to  good  advantage  as  well,  and  even  better,  than  the  best  of  us.” 

At  the  opening  of  the  Pittsburgh  Free  Carnegie  Libraiy,  Mr.  Carnegie  said  : 

“ Our  newspapers  have  recently  quoted  from  a speech  in  which  1 referred  to  the  fact 
that  Colonel  Anderson— honored  be  his  memory— opened  his  four  hundred  books  to  the 
young  in  Allegheny  city,  and  attended  every  Saturday  to  exchange  them  ; and  that  to  him 
1 was  indebted,  as  was  Mr.  Phipps,  for  admission  to  the  sources  of  knowledge,  and  that 
1 then  resolved  that  if  ever  surplus  wealth  came  to  m.e— and  nothing  then  seemed  more 
unlikely,  since  my  revenue  was  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  a week  as  a bobbin  boy  in  a 
factory  ; still  1 had  my  dreams — it  should  be  devoted  to  such  work  as  Colonel  Anderson’s. 

“But  I also  come  by  heredity  to  my  preference  for  free  libraries.  The  newspaper  of 
my  native  town  recently  published  a history  of  the  free  library  of  Dunfermline,  and  it  is 
there  recorded  that  the  tlrst  books  gathered  together  and  opened  to  the  public  were  the  small 
collections  of  three  weavers.  Imagine  the  feelings  w'ith  which  1 read  that  one  of  these  three 
was  my  honored  father.  He  founded  the  tlrst  library  in  Dunfermline,  his  native  towm,  and 
his  son  w'as  privileged  to  found  the  last.” 
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COL.  JAMES  ANDERSON 


AMES  ANDERSON,  iron  imnufactiirer,  philanthropist  and  founder  of  the  hrst 
public  library  in  Allegheny,  was  born  in  Shippensburg.  Pa.,  .August  3d,  17S5, 
and  died  in  .Allegheny,  Pa..  March  llth,  lo6l,  in  his  seventy-sixth  year. 

He  was  of  Scotch-lrish  parentage.  His  father,  Maj.  W’illiam  .Anderson, 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  W’ar  in  the  Pennsylvania  troops,  under  Gen. 
W’ashinutun.  He  came  with  his  family  to  Pittsburgh  about  the  vear 
and  built  a house  at  what  is  now  Eighth  Street  and  Penn  .Avenue.  .After 
growing  to  manhood.  Col.  .Anderson  succeeded  his  father  in  the  milling 
business,  running  a,  grist  and  saw  mill,  the  tirst  one  run  by  steam  west  of  the 
Allegheny  Mountains.  He  afterward  went  into  the  brick-making  business  and  contracting. 

He  built,  in  1<S2  7,  the  tir^t  iron -mill  in  .Allegheny,  at  the  west  side  of  Darragh 
Street,  extending  from  Robinson  Street  to  the  river.  His  business  activity  embraced,  in. 
addition  to  iron  manufacturing,  active  interests  in  the  .Allegheny  (Sixth  Street)  Bridge. 
Mi.nongahela  Bridge,  the  Exchange  National  Bank  and  the  Mancltester  Savings  Bank. 

As  a philanthropist,  he  was  a directiir  of  the  Western  Pennsvlvania  Hospital,  the 
House  of  Refuge  (now  the  IC'form  School  at  Morganza,  lAi.  ^ and  acted  for  twenty-three 
years  as  Inspector,  and  U'r  tifteen  years  as  Presidentot  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Western 


Penitentiary.  In  the  War  of  1812,  he  served  in  the  Northwestern  army  under  Gen.  Harrison 
and  won  the  rank  of  Colonel. 

He  resided  from  1830  until  his  death  on  the  North  Side  of  Ohio  Lane  (now 
Pennsylvania  Avenue,  between  Manhattan  and  Chartiers  Street. 

In  religion  he  was  of  the  United  Presbyterian  faith. 

He  married  Miss  Ann  Miller,  June  6.  I8il,  who  died  May  18,  1859.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Pittsb/iirg.  There  \vere  born  of  this  union  six 
children,  three  sons  who  died  in  infancy,  William  G.  v/ho  died  at  Canton,  Ohio,  about 
1870,  Mrs.  Isabella  B.  Burnett,  wife  of  l^ev.  Burnett,  born  November  19,  18 16,  died  April 
20,  1903,  at.  835  Preston  Street,  Philadelphia,  and  Henry  L.,  born  September  2,  1833,  died 
October  11,  1902  at  Fair  Oaks,  Pa.  Tlie  portrait  of  Col.  Anderson,  reproduced  on 
preceeding  page,  is  after  the  oil  painting  in  the  office  of  the  Western  Penitentiary. 
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THE  ANDERSON  LIBRARY 


LONEL  ANDERSON  established  in  1850  what  he  called  “The  James  Ander- 
son Library  Institute  of  Allegheny  City”.  It  consisted  of  the  books  of  his 
private  library,  the  use  of  which  was  offered  to  all  who  desired  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity.  Many  did  su. 

1 he  book  plate  bears  the  apt  motto,  "Take  fast  hold  of  instruction,  let 
her  not  go'h  Prov.  4:13.  The  library  numbered  in  the  beginning  ab'“'Ut 
tifteen  hundred  volumes,  and  was  supported  by  a voluntary  subscription  of 
two  dt'»llars  a year.  It  first  occupied  the  second  floor  of  a building  on  the 
south  east  corner  of  Federal  Street  and  the  Diamond,  the  site  now  occupiedby 
the  Second  National  Bank.  Mathias  McGonnigle.  father  of  Robert  D.  AIcGunnigle,  was 
chief  librarian  and  among  his  assistants  were  MajTr  W.  \\'.  Tvson,  now  commander  of  the 
Suldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home,  at  Erie,  Pa.;  Major  Horatio  Kelcy  Tyler,  of  Allegheny,  S.  P. 
Dobbins,  James  R.  Oxley  and  R(4vrt  J.  Campbell,  son  of  Henry  Campbell,  at  that  time 
( 1854-1857)  treasurer  of  Allegheny  City. 

'I'he  otiicers  in  l8So  were  President,  Thomas  M.  Howe;  \'ice  President,  John  Flem- 
ing; Secretary,  George  R.  Riddle;  Treasurer,  Robert  H.  Davis,  and  the  Board  of  Managers 
were  John  Munismi,  James  Mai'^hall,  Samuel  Herron,  Henrv  B(41man,  Josiah  King,  E)avid 
Clark  Sti'Ckton,  William  Walker,  Sylvaiuis  Lothrop,  contracttn*,  Henrv  Irv.in,  whi-se  rope- 


walk  was  on  Irwin  Avenue,  Thomas  Farley,  cabinet  maker  and  once  postmaster,  William 
O’Hara  Robinson,  attorney,  James  Park,  Jr.,  of  the  Park  Steel  Co.,  and  William  Boyd, 
carpenter  and  contractor. 

The  library  observed  the  following-  hours:  J'uesdays  and  Saturdays  7 to  9:30  P.  M. 
from  March  1st  to  Oct.  1st,  and  6 to  9 P.  M.  from  Oct.  1st  to  March  1st. 

In  1853  the  library  occupied  the  house  of  l^obert  Donaldson,  at  611  West  Diamond 
Street,  which  is  now  the  Hotel  Beuchler.  The  City  Treasurer’s  otfice  was  also  in  this  build- 
ing at  that  time.  Horatio  Kelcy  Tyler  was  then  librarian  in  charge  and  after  forty  years,  can 
give  the  numbers  and  titles  of  many  of  the  most  popular  books  of  that  time.  The  two 
books  that  led  all  the  rest  in  popularity  in  those  days  were,  “Green  Mountain  Boys”,  by 
D.  P.  Thompson,  and  “Wild  Western  Scenes”,  by  J.  B.  Jones. 

It  is  difficult  to  trace  the  later  history  of  the  Anderson  Library,  but  it  must  have  been 
closed  not  later  than  1862,  when  the  civil  war  overshadowed  every  other  public  interest. 
The  books  were  boxed  up  and  stored  in  the  basement  of  City  Hall. 

In  November  1865,  the  funds  of  the  Allegheny  Gymnasium,  which  had  been  closed 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  were  applied  to  the  establishment  of  the  Allegheny  Library  Asso- 
ciation. Among  prominent  members  of  the  Association  and  the  literary  society  established 
in  connection  with  it  in  1870,  were:  James  L.  Graham,  John  Brown,  Jr.,  Rev.  John  B. 
Clark,  Robert  Ashworth,  A.  H.  English,  publisher,  W.  W.  Martin,  Wm.  Hamilton,  super- 
intendent of  the  Allegheny  Parks,  Alexander  Lcggate,  J.  N.  Davidson,  president  of  the 
Second  National  Bank,  James  McBrier,  now  of  Ei'ie,  Pa.,  Henry  Phipps,  Jr.,  Robert  Elton, 
Samuel  Watson,  late  chairman  of  the  Carnegie  Free  Library  Committee  of  Allegheny, 
and  Thomas  L.  Rodgei'S. 

Shonly  after  the  organization  of  the  Allegheny  Library  Association,  the  books  of  the 
Anderson  Library  were  committed  to  its  charge  by  the  City  Council.  In  1871,  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Allegheny  Librai'y  Association,  which  was  always  a subscription  or  proprietary 
library,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  School  Controllers,  who,  by  special  act  of 
the  Legislature  dated  February  26th,  1872,  were  empowered  to  appropriate  from  the  school 
funds  a sum  for  the  maintenance  of  a free  public  library. 

The  Board  of  School  Controllers  took  up  the  matter  at  once,  and  secured  commodious 
quarters  for  the  Library  in  City  Hall,  in  the  room  on  the  second  rloor,  now  used  for  com- 
mittee meetings.  The  Controllers  make  an  appropriation  each  year  to  cover  the  running- 
expenses  connected  with  the  Library.  It  occupied  those  quarters  until  1890,  when  it  was 
moved  to  the  third  floor  of  the  Sterrett  building,  at  Ohio  and  West  Diamond  Streets. 

W’hen  the  Carnegie  Free  Library  was  organized  in  1890,  it  was  generallv  ex- 
pected that  the  Public  School  Library  would  be  merged  with  the  new  instirution,  but  there 
were,  unfortunately,  legal  dirnculties  which  prevented  the  consolidation. 

When  the  Board  ot  School  Conti  oilers  received  the  Library,  it  contained  from  three 
thousand  to  fo-Lir  thousand  volumes.  It  now  has  twenty-six  thousand  volumes  and  a circu- 
lation of  lifty-thousand  per  annum.  The  hrst  librarian  under  the  management  of  the  Board 
of  School  Contridlers  was  C.  W.  Benney,  who  was  appointed  March  5.  1872,  and  the  second 
was  his  son  Janies  W.  Benney,  who  served  from  April  4th,  1876,  until  his  death  which 
occured  in  September  1902.  In  October  of  the  same  year,  David  O.  Dalzell,  tlie  present 
librarian,  was  elected  to  till  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Benney.  .Miss  Mattie 
Mc.Allister,  the  assistant  librarian,  was  born  and  raised  in  .Allegheny.  She  has  held  the 
position  for  twenty-three  years 

The  Library  now  occupies  permanent  and  elegant  quarte’'s  on  the  hrst  floor  of  the 
new  High  School  annex,  at  .Arch  and  Erie  Streets,  'bhere  are  now  in  the  L.ibrary  about  four 
hundred  books  from  the  ••riginal  Anderson  L.ibrarw

MATHIAS  McGONNlGLE 


ATHIAS  McGONNlGLE,  the  first  Librarian,  appointed  by  Col.  Anderson,  was 
born  in  a loy  cabin  that  stood  at  Ohio  Street  and  Union  Avenue,  Alleyhenv , 
in  18 18.  It  is  said  he  was  the  first  white  child  born  inside  “the  Commons”, 
now  the  parks.  He  lived  in  Allegheny  all  his  life,  and  died  practically  where 
he  was  born,  in  November,  1870,  aged  about  62  years,  in  his  earlier  days  he 
was  a tailor.  He  was  Clerk  of  the  Market  and  left  that  position  in  1863;  when 
the  present  Market  House  was  completed.  Previous  to  serving  as  Market 
Clerk  he  was  Col.  Anderson’s  Librarian,  the  library  then  being  located  at 
Federal  and  South  Diamond  Streets,  where  the  Second  National  Bank  now 


stands.  As  an  apprentice  boy  .Andrew  Carnegie  came  there  and  received  books  from  time  to 
time,  from  Mr.  McGtMinigle. 

Mr.  McGonnigle  was  clerk  of  Common  Council  for  a few  years,  until  he  was  suc- 
ceeded, on  January  1,  1866,  by  Robert  Dilworth,  the  present  incumbent.  He  was  then 
elected  Secretary  of  the  Board  uf  Directors  of  the  Poor,  and  held  that  position  until  his 
death,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Robert  D.  McGonnigle,  who  resigned  the  position 
in  1887. 

Mathias  McGonnigle  was  married  to  Sarah  Ann  Cochran,  who  died  in  the  McGon- 
nigle homestead,  on  Union  Avenue,  in  .April  1898.  She  had  lived  in  the  house  about  titty 
years.  Jo  this  union  were  born  four  sons:  William,  of  Philadelphia;  Marshall,  of  Alle- 

gheny; George,  'deceased),  and  Robert  D.,  of  East  End,  Pittsburgh. 

Mr.  McCdonnigle  was,  in  the  days  of  slavery,  an  ardent  abolitionist,  and  was  always 
a great  friend  of  the  cohered  people.  Later  he  becam?  ^ Republican.  He  was  also  an  en- 
thusiastic temperance  advocate  and  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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Major  M,  K.  Tyler. 

Major  H.  K.  TVLER,  for  several  years,  Librarian  of  the 
Anderson  Library,  was  born  in  the  First  W'ard,  Allegheny, 
January  28,  1838.  He  was  only  14  years  old  when  he  became 
Librarian. 

Major  Tyler  was  a street  contractor  in  the  city  until  just  befo.fe 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  He  enlisted  as  Captain  of  Company  F. 
Seventh  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  Infantry,  .April  15,  1861,  the  day 
after  Fort  Sumter  was  fired  upon  by  the  Rebels.  He  was  discharged 
June  28,  1865.  He  was  promoted  to  Major  of  the  One-hundred 
and  Ninety-third  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  in  1864.  Dining  the  war 
he  raised  live  volunteer  companies.  He  is  now  Pension  Attorney, 
his  otfice  being  at  Sandusky  and  North  Diamond  Streets. 
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31arsliall  Stevenson. 

WILLIAM  MARSHALL  STEVENSON,  the  tlrst  Librarian 
of  the  Carnegie  Free  Library  of  Allegheny,  Pa.  was  born  in 
Johnstown,  Pa.,  November  30.  1855.  His  father  was  Dr.  Ross 
Stevenson  a Presbyterian  clergyman.  He  is  a brother  of  M.  H. 
Stevenson,  Esq.,  i.^f  the  Allegiieny  County  Bar  and  of  Rev.  J.  Ross 
Stevenson,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
New  \'ork  City. 

After  graduating  from  Washington  and  Jetlerson  College  in  1876. 
he  studied  in  Europe  for  several  years,  was  engaged  in  teaching  lang- 
uages for  four  year‘s,  but  gave  up  this  work  for  the  practice  of  law  in 
1885.  He  did  journalistic  work  for  a number  of  years  in  Pittsburgh, 
New  York  and  Chicago.  In  18W>  he  was  appointed  to  the  position 
by  Councils  and  was  the  tirsi  Librarian  of  the  first  Carnegie  Free 
Public  Library  in  the  United  States. 
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David  Ocliiltrce  Dalzell. 

David  OCHILTREE  DALZELL,  Librarian  of  the  Public  School 
Library,  wiiich  is  the  outg,rowih  of  the  AndersiMi  Library,  was 
born  in  Aile^heny,  February  5,  1863.  Fie  received  his  education  in 
the  Fourth  Ward  Public  Scho(ds,  under  Principal  .?ohn  Morrow,  now 
Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  Allegheny  Cdty. 

He  was  married  in  1892  to  Miss  Barbara  L.ouise  Findlay,  of  Mt. 
Pleasant,  O.  He  is  a Republican  and  active  in  politics.  He  was  re- 
elected Librarian  this  month.  Miss  McAlister  was  re-elected  Assistant 
Librarian. 
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Daniel  Chester  french,  the  Sculmor,  who  modeled  the  bust  of  Col.  Anderson 
and  the  Statue  of  Labor,  was  Ixirn  in  Exeter,  N.  H..  April  20,  1850,  is  a son  of  Hon. 
Henry  F.  French  and  Anne  tRichardson)  French,  and  lived  in  early  life  in  Exeter,  Cam- 
bridge and  Concord,  Mass.  He  began  the  study  of  art  in  1868,  in  Boston  and  made  a statue 
of  “The  Minute  Man,”  at  Concord,  Mass.,  in  1874.  In  the  same  year  he  went  abroad  and 
studied  in  Florence,  Italy  under  Thomas  Bell,  returning  in  1876,  when  he  opened  a studio 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  Fie  lived  in  Concord  and  Boston  from  1878  to  1887,  and  since  that 
has  lived  in  New  York.  In  1888  he  married  in  W'ashington.  Mary  French.  His  best  works 
are:  “The  Minute  .Wan,”  at  Concord.  Mass. ; Statue  of  General  Cass,  in  the  Capitol,  at 

Washington;  Statue  of  Rufus  Choate,  in  Court  Flouse,  Br.stun;  Statue  of  Joint  Harvard,  at 
Cambridge,  .Wass. : The  O’Reilly  Monument,  at  Boston;  “LJr.  (jallaudet  and  Flis  First  Deaf- 
Mute  Pupil, ” at  Washington;  The  Milmore  Memorial,  at  Forest  Hill  Cemetery.  Boston, 
This  relief  received  a medal  at  the  Paris  Salon,  of  1862;  a number  of  works  for  the  Chicago 
Exposition,  among  them  the  “Statue  of  the  Republic”;  Statue  of  General  Bartlett,  State 
House,  Boston;  STatue  of  “Alma  Mater,”  Columbia  University. 

In  collaboration  with  E.  C.  Potter:  Equestrian  Statues  of  General  Grant,  at  Phila- 
delphia; General  Hoo.ker,  at  Boston,  W’ashington,  in  Paris  and  Chicago. 

Dartmouth  College  gave  Mr.  French  the  degree  of  .A  M.  and  in  If^OO  he  received  the 
Cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  He  was  elected  in  1868,  a member  of  the  Academia  di  San 
Luca,  which  claims  to  be  the  oldest  .Art  Society  in  the  world,  and  he  is  a member  of  the 
National  Sculpture  Society,  the  Society  ot  American  Artists,  the  Architectural  League,  the 
National  .Academy  of  Design,  the  National  .\ris  Club,  the  Tavern  Club,  Bustrai.  and  ihe 
Century  Club.  He  received  the  medal  of  honor,  Paris  Expioition,  l6no.  and  was  made  a 
trustee  of  the  Metropolitan  Mmseum  of  ,\rt  in  FD5.

Description  oj^  the  Col,  Anderson  Momimeni 

The  Col.  James  Anderson  monument  was  donated  to  the  city  of  Allegheny 
by  Andrew  Carnegie.  The  monument  })ro})er  is  of  Connecticut  red  granite  and 
was  dcsignetl  l)y  Daniel  Chester  Frencli,  the  sculptor  of  the  bust  of  Col.  Anderson 
and  the  Stotue  of  l.abor.  The  bust  and  statue  are  of  bronze  and  are  considered 
the  finest  of  tlic  kind  ever  produced  by  an  American  sculptor.  Henry  Bacon,  of 
Xew  York,  is  the  architect,  and  Roliert  Caterson,  also  of  Xew  York,  the  contractor. 
The  inscription,  placed  on  a bronze  tablet  just  beneath  the  Statue  of  faibor.  was 
written  by  Mr.  Carnc'gie.  It  is  as  follows; 


TO  COLOXEL  JAMES  AXDEKSOX,  FOUXDER  OF  FREE 
LIBRARIES  IX  vVESTERX  PEXXSVLVAXIA.  HE  OPEXED  HIS

Park,  however,  was  one  of  the  heroes 
of  ])eace,  and.  acting-  under  advices  from  IPirrishurg,  he  levied  a tax,  appointed 
colk'ctors,  elected  a teacher,  and  for  a wiiole  year  constituted  the  hoard  himself! 
One  of  the  collectors,  meeting  a wealthy  citizen  and  a jirominent  niemher  of  the 
Preshyterian  church,  politely  ask'ed  him  to  pay  his  school  tax.  Without  a word 
of  controversy  the  man  alighted  from  hi-  liorse,  and  made  such  a vigorous  attack 
with  his  raw  hide  upon  the  collector  that  he  was  glad  to  heat  a hasty  retreat. 
Mr.  Park  at  once  made  this  a test  case,  dhie  gentleman  was  compelled  to  pay, 
and  the  law  \ indicated.

'Fhe  treasury 
was  almost  de])leted,  the  deficits  nearly  $150,000;  the  contractors’  claims 
aggregated  about  8500,000,  and  the  East  street,  Perr-ysvillc  avenue  and 
Brightc")u  road  improvement  assessments  were  unsettled.  In  a little  over 
one  year's  time  the  Law  Departmeru  lias  brought  order  out  of  chaos,  and 
the  PerrysviMe  avenue  and  East  street  imprc')vement  affairs  have  been  so 
adjusted  through  the  courts  that  the  benefits  can  be  collected  from  the 
abutting  property  holders.

''Vh  aiii.i.  His  vast  Inisiness  interests  and  his  connectiun  with  so  many 
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institutions  have  made  his  name  familiar  and  "iven  him  an  acquaint- 
ai.ee  almost  everywhere  in  the  United  States.  Kind,  genial,  easily  ap- 
proached courteous  to  old  and  young,  rich  and  poor  alike,  he  is  loved  and 
e-teemed  hy  all.  First  and  foremost  in  every  good  work,  whether  of  busi- 
ness, social,  religious,  educational,  l.)enevolent  or  civic  importance,  he  is 
na.turally  reganled  as  the  leader  in  all  such  affairs.  Fie  was  born  in  the  Third 
ward,  Alleglieny,  June  27,  1859,  of  Scotch-Irish  parentage,  his  father,  Francis 
'forrance,  having  been  one  of  the  earlier  and  best  known  business  men  of 
.-Mlegheny  county,  who  came  to  this  country  from  the  North  of  Ireland  in 
1850,  when  thirty  years  of  age,  and  located  here.  The  father  of  Francis  I. 
d’orrance  was  a man  of  sterling  worth  and  honesty,  and  having  considerable 
money  for  that  day  when  he  reached  this  country,  he  soon  took  a leading  part 
in  the  development  of  this  section.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
.^landard  Manufacturing  Co.,  of  which  he  was  President  many  years,  and  for 
over  thirty  years  was  manager  of  the  Schenley  estate.  On  account  of  th.e 
confidence  and  respect  held  for  him  by  his  fellow  citizens,  he  was  elected  by 
them  to  many  positions  of  local  importance.  He  was  a member  of  Alle- 
gheny Select  Council,  and  for  eighteen  years  a member  of  the  School  Board, 
lie  was  a Baptist  in  religion,,  and  for  many  years  was  president  of  the 
Foard  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Allegheny.  He  died  in  1S86, 
at  the  age  of  70. 

Francis  J.  Torrance  is  certainly  a “chip  off  the  old  block.’’  However, 
11  this  age  of  “Captains  of  Industry,”  the  strain  of  business  conflicts  is  much 
greater  than  in  the  days  of  his  father.  But  cheeriness  of  disposition  and  an 
almost  unlimited  capacity  for  hard  work  enable  him  to  accomplish  that 
which  would  burden  a score  of  ordinary  business  nien.  IMr.  Torrance  was 
given  a good  education.  lie  attended  th.e  public  schools  of  Allegheny,  and 
in  1874  graduated  from  the  Tlurd  ward  school.  Fie  then  took  a course  at 
^ ewell  Institute,  and  completed  his  school  education  at  th.e  Western  Uni- 
\ ersity  of  Pennsylvania.  He  I)egan  his  rcmarkal)le  business  career  first  as 
a clerk  in  his  father’s  office,  and  then  as  superintendent  of  the  Standard 
.Manufacturing  Company,  and  at  the  death  of  his  father  was  made  treas- 
urer and  general  manager  of  the  company.  Wdien  this  company  was  ch.anged 
to  the  Standard  Sanitary  ^Manufacturing  Company,  with  branch  offices  in 
Atw  York,  Philadelphia.  I’ittsburgh,  Buffalo,  Chicago,  San  Francisco  and 
Montreal,  IMr.  Torrance  was  made  First  Vice  President  of  the  new  com- 
p.my,  with  offices  in  the  Arrott  Building.  This  company  has  one  of  the 
tmest  and  most  extensive  enameling  works  in  the  world.  It  is  located  in  Al- 
legheny, and  employs  over  a thousand  men. 

IMr.  Torrance  married  Idiss  I\farv  R,  Dilbcrt,  daughter  of  Da\id  and 
J.pflia  (Griffith)  Dilbert.  of  Joluistowii,  Pa.,  November  6.  1884.  They  have 
'•nc  cluld.  a daugliter.  Jane,  hew  men  liave  risen  to  sucli  ec.mmanding  ability 
' nnl  eminent  success  at  so  early  an  age  as  that  attained  by  the  subject  of 
sketch.  Besides  being  first  vice  president  of  tlie  Standard  Sanitary  Man- 
niactnring  Ce)mpany,  he  is  president  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Exposition 
>’":iety.  president  of  the  Washington  Street  Railway  Coni|)any.  president  of 
tile  Riverside  Land  C'ompany,  president  of  the  Pittsburgh  X^atatorium  Com- 
! •'^ny,  and  a director  in  a number  of  banking  institutions  in  both  Pittsburgh 
•'■nnl  Allegheny.  He  is  a member  of  the  Americus  Club  and  was  its  president 
years.  He  is  also  a member  of  the  Duquesne  Club,  the  Press  Club  and 
"■  tile  hulton  C.'Iub,  New  York  City;  also  of  the  Strollers  and  the  Penn- 
MM^ania  Society  of  that  city.  In  1845  he  was  apiiointed  by  Governor  Hasc- 
I’egs  Commissioner  of  Public  Charities  of  Pennsylvania,  and  was  elected  pres- 
ident of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  in  1901.  He  is  a staunch  and  active 
^‘^vpublican  in  politics  and  is  prominently  mentioned  for  Governor  and  for 
nited  States  Senate.  Fstermed  and  resp;ccted  as  he  is  hy  ail  classes,  he 
'“'tild  be  elected  to  either  of  these  offices  if  he  se^  as[)ired.

ELMER  GEORGE  LOOMIS,  Superintendent  of  the  Alle::^lieny 
i’lireau  of  Electricity,  was  born  in  Randolph  Township,  Porlai^e  County,  O., 
Aiu;-ust  23,  1854.  lie  is  a sun  of  Russell  Loomis,  an  vOhio  farmer,  and  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  township.  He  was  always  of 
a mechanical  turn  and  at  an  early  age  de- 
veloped marked  ability  to  make  toys  and 
wind  and  water  mills. 

In  1880  he  was  employed  'for  a few 
months  in  the  Ruckeye  Engine  Works,  at 
Salem,  O.,  and  during  the  same  year  he 
came  to  Allegheny  and  secured  emplov- 
ment  in  the  Ft.  AVayne  slioi)S.  Later  he 
worked  in  the  shops  of  the  Westinghouso 
^Machine  Coir)|)an\',  and  in  1882  he  was  ap- 
pointed engineer  of  the  Allegheny  Columbia 
Engine  Company.  He  showed  such  rare 
ability  lu  rerair  lirr  engines  and  apparatus 
that  James  Crow,  th.en  chief  of  the  Alle- 
gheny fire  department,  started  a repair  shop 
and  placed  I'dr.  Loomis  in  charge  of  it.  In 
a short  time  he  \vas  elected  by  councils  Su- 
[)erintendent  of  Fire  Telegraph,  and  wdien 
John  R.  iMurphy  was  elected  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Mr. 
Loomis  w'as  ajnpointed  Superintendent  of 
the  Bureau  of  Electricity  and  has  held  the

MORRIS  MEAD,  for  several  years  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau 
of  Electricity  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  was  born  at  Underhill,  Vt.,  October  28,  1854. 
He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Daniel  C.  aiul  Naomi  O.  (1  erred)  Mead,  and  a 

grandson  of  Josiah  Mead,  a 
farmer  of  Underhill,  who  be- 
longed to  one  of  the  ohl 
V’ermont  families.  Air.  Mead 
was  born  in  that  town  in 
1828.  When  Alorris  M . 
was  about  four  years  of  age, 
his  father  went  to  Lowell 
and  o])ened  a hotel  called 
the  AVamesett  House,  at  the 
same  time  commencing  the 
study  of  law  with  B.  F.  But- 
ler. After  several  years 
spent  in  Lowed,  he  chianged 
his  residence  to  GranitA'ide, 
Alass.,  wlierc  he  was  station 
agent  and  Postmaster  until 
in  iSOr  he  removed  to  Bos- 
ton to  accept  a position  with 
E.  H.  Ashcroft  Alanufactur- 
ing  Company.  This  Com- 
pany was  interested  in 
steam  gauges  : and  for  them 
he  came  to  Pittsburg,  open- 
ing a supply  depot  for  tlieir 
business,  all  tlie  manufact- 
their  first  steam  gauges,  water 

valves  and  so  forth. 

Alorris  AV.  Alead  attended  the  schools  of  the  Fourteenth  AAUrd,  Pitts- 
burg, and  afterward  the  L'niversity  of  Ldiderhid,  A*t.,  graduating  from  the 
Pittsburg  High  School  in  1873.  read  law  for  two  years  with  j.  H,  Bald- 

win, and  after  his  father’s  death,  went  into  the  oil  business  for  two  years,  dur- 
ing whicli  time  he  drilled  two  weds  near  Oil  City.  In  1877  returned  to 
Pittsburg,  taking  the  position  of  head  salesman  in  the  establishment  of  J.  R. 

A.  Alurdock.  After  a short  period  he  entered  the  city  tire  alarm  ofhee 
a^-  an  operator,  being  promoted  in  a year’s  time  to  the  position  of  chief  oper- 
ator. Two  years  later  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  in  those  days  a ctmiparativelv  simple  office.  During  his  hr>t 
\ear  of  service  a vacancy  occurred,  and  he  was  made  secretary  of  the  Fire 
Commission,  holding  for  two  years  the  combined  lAositions  of  secretary  oi 
the  Fire  Commission  and  superintendent  of  tlie  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph.. 
Ldider  hdm  was  intr(Mluced  tlie  police  telephone  and  telegra])h  system  in* 
L>ep)artmc!U  of  Public  Safety.  In  1887  the  new  charter  was  passed  in  Idtts- 
berg,  establishing  a Inireau  i4*  cT:ctricity,  and  Mr.  Mead  wa:^  made  the 
su4)erintendent.  LTdor  h.im  ad  the  new  and  valuable  impro\-e.nents  in 
electrical  communication  have  been  introduceii,  and  to-day  Pittslmrg  own- 
PS  fine  a system  of  police  and  hre  alarm  and  electric  light  inspection  as  can 
l-e  found  in  the  Idiited  States.  The  scheme  of  riiblter  cowning.  made  in 
a special  manner  for  undergrmmd  wares,  is  an  t^riginal  idea  of  Mr.  Afead’s. 
wdiich  he  introduced  into  Pittsburg,  an  extended  • cmitest  o\-er  w hich  w as 
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one  of  the  leading’  technical  contests  in  the  year  1S96.  Now  all  wire  is 
thus  protected  before  being  laid. 

Mr.  Mead  was  president  of  the  Pittsburg  Electric  Club,  also  a mem- 
ber of  the  New  York  Electric  Club  during  the  existance  of  tliose  clubs. 
A member  of  the  Electrical  Committee  of  the  International  Eire  Chiefs’ 
Association;  also  a member  of  the  National  Committee  for  standardizing 
wires  for  electric  light  Aviring;  a member  of  the  old-time  Telegraphers’ 
Association,  and  for  many  years  a member  of  the  National  Electric  Eight 
Association  ; also  President  of  the  National  Association  of  Fire  and  Police 
Telegraph  Superintendents  of  the  Ehiited  States.  He  was  honorary  assist- 
ant to  Professor  Barrett,  who  was  Chief  of  Department  of  Electricity  at  the 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  Chicago,  1893,  one  of  three  men  to  be  so  hon- 
ored, the  electricians  of  New  York,  Brooklyn  and  Idttsfjurg  being  chosen, 
lie  was  also  one  of  the  cliief  electricians,  Avith  the  Boston  and  Chicago  city 
electricians,  Avho  made  a special  investigation  upon  the  destructive  nature 
of  electrolysis.  His  local  interests  are  many.  Pie  Avas  for  many  years 
a director  of  the  Young  iVIen’s  Pepuljlican  Tariff  Club  of  Pittsburg,  and 
Chairman  rjf  the  Regatta  Committee  of  the  Yacht  Club,  taking  a great 
interest  in  the  sport.  He  is  a ^lason  of  the  Pittsburg  Lodge,  No.  484,  and 
a member  of  Consistory,  thirty-second  degree,  and  of  the  i\[ystic  Shrine, 
and  of  Madock  Lodge,  K.  of  P.,  and  a member  of  the  ancient  order  K.  of 
M.  C. ; and  for  many  years  a member  of  the  Press  Club;  also  a member  of 
Lodge  No.  II,  B.  P.  O.  Elks. 

IMr.  jMead  married  Johanna  L.  Eckcr.  They  reside  in  the  East  End. 
He  is  connected  Avith  the  Bellcheld  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Avas  one  of  its 
earliest  members. 

Mr.  Mead  left  the  city  serAuce  one  year  ago  and  became  associated 
in  business  Avith  the  National  Cable  and  Wire  Co.  as  Manager  of  the  sales 
department,  with  offices  at  400  Westinghouse  Building. 


SAMP^EL  ANDREAV^S,  Avas  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Pittsburg 

Schools  May  2nd,  1899.  Air. 
AndreAvs  was  born  in  Robin- 
son township,  Allegheny  Coun- 
ty, Pa.,  in  1847.  fTe  neA'er  en- 
gaged in  any  calling  except 
that  of  teacliing,  Avhich  he 
commenced  in  1867  in  Robin- 
son toAA'Uship,  where  he  re- 
mained until  called  to  take 
charge  of  the  Chartiers  town- 
ship schools.  After  a success- 
ful period  in  that  position,  he 
resigned  and  commenced  up- 
on the  duties  of  principal  of 
the  schoAjls  of  tlie  Thirty-sixth 
Avard,  Pittsburg.  He  remained 
there  for  fifteen  ye<trs  and  as- 
sisted greatly  in  building  up 
the  schools.  His  next  position

IMr.  Jackson's  fatlier  was  a 
cousin  of  the  famous  “Stone- 
wall” JacksQii  and  was  con- 
nected both  through  his  fath- 
er’s family  atul  through  his 
mother's  (Maylmgh)  with 
many  whose  names  are  asso- 
ciated with  th.e  history  of 
Ifngtisii  Juri'^j.mudence..  His 
mother's,  the  Hendersons  aiul 
i^doodys,  have  been  associated 
with  the  liistory  of  the  Church 
in  England  and  America  for 
centuries. 

i\fr.  Jackson  received  his 
educational  training  in  the 
public  schools  and  Burgctis- 
town  academy.  At  the  age  of 
fifteen  he  taught  in  the  public 
sch.ools  of  Washington  Co. 
and  has  the  distinction  of  being 
the  youngest  person  to  hold 
a permanent  certificate  as  a 
teacher  in  the  schools  of  Penn- 
sylvania. He  was  admitted  to 
tile  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  West  \'drginia,  June  23,  1883.  He  continued  to  teach  until  admitted  to 
practice  in  i\llegheny  County,  December  15th,  1890.  1_ 

As  a teacher,  he  was  made  principal  of  the  scliools  of  tlie  Third  ward, 
Allegheny  city,  which  he  resigned  in  1890,  upon  his  admission  to  the  bar  of 
."Mlegheny  County.  .As  a lawyer  he  has  engaged  in  the  general  practice  and 
lias  tried  cases  in  every  court  of  Allegheny  County;  the  Superior  and  Su- 
preme Courts  of  the  State  and  in  tlie  Courts  of  the  Ihiited  States  For  five 
vears  he  has  served  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Allegheny 
County  Bar,  liy- appointment  of  Common  Pleas  Court,  No.  i.  This  is  tlie 
leiigest  period  of  continuous  service  of  any  one  ever  appointed  on  this  board. 

There  is  perhaps  no  member  of  the  Allegheny  County  Bar  to-day  of 
tvider  general  experience  in  the  practice  of  the  Faw,  than  Mr.  Jackson.  In 
{■'olitics  he  is  a Republican,  ami  in  every  campaign  in  recent  years,  he  has 
licen  regarded  as  the  leadhng  campaign  sjieaker  of  Alleglieny  Comity.  “Dick” 
Jackson  is  ki'own  in  every  towiis!n[).  He  has  steadily  refused  to  be  a 
candidate  for  any  office,  and  in  politics  gives  his  services  only  to  benefit  his 
friends. 

While  his  time  is  fully  occupied  in  tlie  work  of  his  practice,  hundred' 
can  testify  that  he  is  never  so  bimy  but  that  he  can  and  will  take  up  the 
cause  of  the  oiipressed  [lo/jr  to  whom  he  believes  injustice  has  been  done.

He  devotes  Ins  time  out- 
side the  duties  of  his  business  to  athletic  affairs.  He  is  one  of  the  leading 
incmbers  of  the  Pittsburg  Feiiciug  Cluii.  and  either  athletic  organi/.atiems. 
Mrs.  Jackson  is  prominently  connected  with  the  philanthropic  organizations 
of  the  citv  and  is  Secretary  of  the  Allegheny  L'»ay  Nursery.  Mr.  Jackson 
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and  his  family  are  all  connected  with  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Pitts- 


burg.

Court,  and  Col.  James  E.  Barnett,  being  among  the  members  of  this  firm, 
which  has  offices  in  Pittsburg  and  Harrisl.nirg  and  makes  a specialty  of  a 
large  corporation  and  state  practice.  i\lr.  Scandrett  is  president  of  the  Pitts- 
burg Transfer  Company.  He  was  a page  boy  and  clerk  in  tlie  Senate  of 
Pennsylyania,  1878  to  1882.

Like  Andrew  Carnegie,  he 
was  a patron  of  the  Anderson 
Idlu'ary,  studying  its  works  at 
night  while  working  by  day. 

When  a little  over  sixteen 
3'ears  of  age  he  enlisted  in  a 
Pittsburg  companv  in  the  earlv 
days  of  the  Civil  AVar.  The 
Quota  of  Pennsylvania,  howev- 
er, having  been  filled,  the  coin- 
paigy  took  a steamer  to  Wheel- 
ing and  offered  their  services 
to  loyal  A^irginia.  They  were 
accepted  as  Company  A,  Sec- 
ond Virginia  Infantry,  and  be- 
ing thrown  out  along  the  line 
of  the  Baltimore  & Ohio  Rail- 
road, in  a small  skirmish,  kill- 
ed the  first  Confederate  soldier 
slain  in  tlie  Civil  WMr,  they 
Icok  part  in  the  battles  of  Alleglienv  IHountain.  Cross  Keys,  Cedar  Moun- 
tain, Second  Bull  Run.  and  Beverl},*.  The  regiment  was  then  mounted 
and  became  the  Fifth  West  Virginia  Cavalry.  ser\ing  under  Gens.  Averill, 
Crooks  ana  Sheriden,  participating  in  the  battle  of  Wite  Sulphur  Springs, 
where  Afr.  Graham  was  wounded.  After  a short  sojourn  at  the  West  Penn 
Hospital.  Pittsburg,  he  rejoined  his  compan\'.  ami  took  part  in  the  battles 
of  Droop  A[ountain,  Cloyd  Mountain.  Wincliester.  Fishers  Hill,  Cedar  Creek, 
and  Appomatox.  He  ser\*ed  as  messenger  to  General  Sheridan,  and  was 
one  of  the  few  spectatrjrs  at  the  memr.rable  meeting  between  GeneraD 
fu'ant  and  Lee  in  the  house  of  Alajor  .McLean,  at  Appomatox,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  surrender  of  the  Confederate  Army. 

Returning  to  Allegheipv  at  the  cl(3se  of  the  war.  he  established  the 
firm  of  Graham  K .^jxingler,  W'hoh'salo  I.eatiuT  1 dealers,  later  becomitig 
Chairman  of  ALuisheld  K Co..  Bra.-s  A [amifacturers.  He  also  became  Presi- 
dent of  the  Alercantih,'  'frust  Co.,  and  Central  Accident  fmmrance  Co. 

ATr.  Graham  ha-  taken  an  active  interest  in  pc'>litics  as  a Republican. 
Was  elected  to  Allegheny  Common,  Council  in  1873.  to  Select  Council  in 
1874,  was  a member  of  Penimylvania  Legi.-lature  from  1875  to  1878.  Re- 
corder of  Deeds,  Allegheigv  C<>unt_v  fur  nine  years.  WAas  elected  to  t'uugress 
in  1898,  serving  five  years,  and  has  just  been  renominated  for  that  office. 
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JOSEPH  P.  HIIXDOIxFER,  Coirminn  Councilman  from  the  Tenth 
ward,  w'as  Ijorti  in  the  Eightli  ward,  Aileglieiiy,  in  iSyi.  He  is  a son  of  P. 
1 and  P.ur^cra  liilldorler  and  a splendid  example  of  a self-made  man.  He 

had  only  eight  /nonths*  scliooling  in  the  public 
schools,  and  when  his  father  died  in  i88i,  he  be- 
gan business  for  himself  as  a newsboy,  giving  his 
mother  his  earnings  to  help  her  along  and  to  save 
for  him.  Tw»o  years  later  lie  became  errand  boy 
for  l.)utchers  in  the  -\llegheny  market  and  so  faith- 
ful and  promot  wxis  he  that  at  the  age  of  seventeen 
he  was  placed  in  chargt'  of  the  killing  and  dress- 
ing of  meats  at  the  VvTsvern  .Pennsylvania  Plos- 
pital,  being  th.e  youngest  person  ever  to  hold  that 
responsible  positaon.  In  1890  he  went  to  the  Pitts- 
burg market  as  an  employee,  and  three  years  later 
formed  a partncrsldp  with  John  .S.  Wilson,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Wilson  & Ililldorfer.  This  firm 
was  dissolved  in  1899,  and  the  hrm  i)ecame  that  of  Hilldorfer  & Allman, 
wdiich  still  continues.  In  1890  he  married  Miss  Alice  Simpson,  of  Latrobe, 
and  to  this  union  have  been  born  two  children,  IMarie  and  Bennie.  In  Feb- 
ruary, 1903.  Mr.  Hilldorfer  was  elected  to  Common  Council  from  the  Tenth 
ward,  Allegheny,  and  he  is  a member  of  the  committees  on  Public  Safety, 
Cliarities  and  Snr\ eys  and  is  chairman  of  the  Snb  Committee  on  Idealth. 
He  is  a life  member  of  Allegheny  Lodge  No.  339,  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  and  a mem- 
1)er  of  Ihits1:)iirg  Aerie,  No.  76,  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles.  He  is  one  of 
the  substantial  business  men  of  his  native  city,  made  so  by  bis  own  efforts. 
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CHART.es  F.  KHvSCHLER,  President  of  the  Provident  Trust  Com- 
])any,  of  Alieghcny,  and  Select  Coimcilman  from  th.c  Fifth  ward,  is  a typical 
Cerman-Americaii  citizen.  He  was  born  in  Butler  County,  Fa.,  in  1864, 
his  ptirents,  Christo- 
pher and  Christina 
Kirschler,  I)eing  well- 
known  residents  of 
that  county.  Plis  par- 
ents moved  to  Alle- 
glieny  when  he  was  8 
years  old,  and  located 
in  the  Secoiul  ward. 

Cb.arics  attended  the 
pul)iic  schools  of  th.at 
w'ard  and  after  the 
death  of  his  father  in 
lie  took  a cour-e 
ill  Itiitf's.  and  in  the 
Ii'Mi  Cicy  Business 
College.  His  first 
<miitloymont  was  tis 
nu-s>eiigcr  in  the 
'I'liir.!  Natiomil  B>ank 
oi  AHeghoiiv.  In  a
